tel here yesterday. 


A brother of the murdered girl at

local undei taker to ship the body to 
West Virginia for burial near her 
old home at Phillipi. 


With the arrest of Wells at Hunt- 


ington early today, on an embezzle- 
ment charge, made in Kansas City, 
his home, the Columbus police be- 
lieve the slayer 
of

Simon in an 
elegantly

room of the leading hotel here, has 
been apprehended. He is reported to 
have admitted that he registered at 
the hotel under the name of G. V 
Van Brunt. 
Requisition of 
Wells 


will be made today, it was stated by 
the police. 
Miss Simon's body was found at 


noon yesterday. 
Her body lay in a 


pool of blood on the floor of the 
room engaged 
Tuesday by "G. V. 


Van Brunt, Chicago." The body was 
discovered by Mrs Mary Reynolds, 
hotel 
housekeeper, 
covered with 


blocd 
Coroner Herkowitz located a 


bullet hole in her cheek. 
A pillow 


in the room had powder burns on it, 
indicating that it had been used to 
muffle the sound of the report of the 
gun.In the bathroom 
was a blood- 


stained, towel, probably used by the 
murderer, when he washed off his 
hands before leaving. • Miss Simon 
was killed on the bed but rolled off 
to the floor. 
Her nose was broken 


in the fall, it is thought. The empty 
shell was found under the bed. It 
was fired from a 38-calibre revolver 
and the bullet had passed through 
her head. A handkerchief with the 
initials "W. H. W." was found in 
the room by the police. 
Miss Simon, 
according to 
Miss 


Charlote Martine, juvenile court pro- 
bation officer, was 25 years of age 
and was a member of a 
respected 


family who came to Columbus sev- 
eral years ago from Phillipi, W. Va , 
accompanied by her Sunday school 
teacher. 
Her acquaintance with Wells, the 


circumstances of their associations, 
the cause of the fatal struggle which 
ended in her death, are subjects of 
conjecture only.

to this city to confer with Joe Tink- 
er of Chicago, new owner of the Co- 
lumbus baseball club, about a posi- 
tion.

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Columbus, Jan. 13.—The supreme 


cc art ol Ohio in its formal decision 
on the Parrett-Whittemore tax law 
announced that enough of the law 
had been preserved to allow the as- 
sessors elected in 1915 to continue 
m office until their successors are 
elected and qualified although that 
section of the 
Parrett-Whittemore 


law fixing their compensation had 
been destroyed. 


Chief Justice Nichols said that a 


way had 
been found and pointed- 


out to the present legislature where- 
by the salaries of the assessors could 
be fixed by some uniform rule. The 
statute fixing 
their 
compensation 


was held unconstitutional because it 
delegated to the county commission- 
ers and county auditors the right to 
fix their compensation at from $3.50 
to $10. a day.

GERMANY OFFERS 


TO SEND BELGIANS 


BACK TO HOMES 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TBUeOBAWl

Berlin, via ' London, Jan." ' 13.— 


Germany has notified Holland that 
Belgium workment deported 
from 


the province of Antwerp will be given 
the option of returning 
to their 


homes in Belgium and, if unable to 
find work there, of removing, to Hol- 
land, or returning to Germany. This 
step is taken in consequence of Hol- 
land's representations,, based on'the 
invitation of the "military governor 
of Antwerp in October, 1914, 
Ad- 


dressed to Belgium fugitives in Hol- 
land. 
The military governor "assur- 


ed the fugitives that if they re'tuin- 
ed they would not be drafted 
for 


forced labor for Germany. The Ger- 
man communication explains that 
these assurances were given 
under 


quite different circumstances 
from 


the present and under the expecta- 
tion that t'ie war would be a matter 
of months only but that 
Germany 


has decided to acknowledge and re- 
spect them. 


A slightly different version, of the 


German communication to the Dutch 
government was given in a dispatch 
from the Hague on January 11 quot- 
;ng a parliamentary 
paper 
which 


was issued by the Dutch foreign df- 
fice.

many announced her •willingness to 
repatriate the Belgians in

on condition that Holland undertook
